HIGH OIL CONSUMPTION 


SUCCESS OF HARDENED -STEEL FOR 


BRAKE 


A question which frequently 
arises is whether it {s worth while 
| having worn cylinders - bored out 

and ‘fitted with hardened liners 
instead of having therm reground in 
. the usual way and oversize pistons 
fitted. The main point for con- 
sideration ii cost, which-is littl 
higher for liners than for a rebore. 

The question of, which process is 
employed, depends really upon the 
age of the car. If such attention 
is necessary “after, say, 15,000— 
20,000 miles, when the rest of the 
car ig ina more or less sound con- 
dition, the extra cost of fitting liners 

~ will be well repaid. 

Liners are good for 40,000 miles 
or more, so that the engine should 
maintain ‘its ‘good ‘ condition 
throughout the life of the car; the 
bores assume a glase-hard surtace, 
- on which friction is cut down to the 
very. minimum. Compression is 
maintained and the minimum of oll 
and petrol ‘consumption assured, 
tt-ia sometimes found that the exist:

reviving for a high cruising speed. 
Examine the crankshaft for signs 
of oil at the front and in the region 
of the rear bearing. From the back 
bearing the oil is probably pumped 
into the clutch pit, from which it 
runs owt through a hole in the base.

gained by the insertion of hardened- 
on the steel in the brake drum 
Not only do they give very smooth 
and efficient braking, but ensure 
also the best service from the 
linings. After a ° test of some 
thousands, of miles it was found 
that there was’no appreclable sign 
of wear on the fabric, nor was there 
tha slightest impression of a score 
on the steel liner in the brake drum 
itself. Motor coach brake drums
